The town officials said they be- 
lieve the construction of the shelter 
would be worthwhile, as it would 
tend to emphasize the importance 
of individual initiative in providing 
shelter for one’s family. 

They also felt that many persons 
could best understand the 
simplicity of a basement shelter if 
they saw it, rather than merely 
seeing blueprints.

Actually, the money available for 
construction is approximately 
$18,700 - with the remaining funds 
scheduled for payment toanarchi- 
tect on a seven percent basis. This 
fee is normal, Mr. Duff stated, and 
might in many cases be consider- 
ably greater on a small job. 


Archie Maclaren, he said, has | 
agreed to undertake the job if it is | 


approved by the Selectmen. 

Mr. Duff pointed out 
because of the fee involved, the 
building would have to be designed 
in such a way as to fall within the 
remaining funds, else nothing could 
be done. He noted that, if costs 
exceed the available money, town 
meeting would have to act on are= 
quest for additional funds - or the 
plans would be pared down further 
to bring costs into line. 

He described the present water 
department shop as being partially 
vacated, as materials stored on 
the second floor have been re= 
moved. This followed condemna= 
tion of the building earlier this 
year. The present structure is not 
juite twice the size of the proposed 
building, and has two floors. 

Mr. Duff said original plans to 
build the new building on the 
foundation of the old one, thus gain= 
ing a cellar for storage, have been 
abandoned because of the cost of 
building a 
floor. He suggested that the build- 
ing may be attached to the garage, 
or that another site may be located. 


He told the Selectman that Water | 


Supt. Donald Bassettis ‘*satisfied’’ 
with the plans for the one-story 
building. 

In answer to questions about the 
size, he said additional storage 
space could be created by putting 
up some sort of shelter inthe yard, 
for large pipe, hydrants and some 
of the machinery. 

Mr. Duff also told the Selectmen 
that he could have the concrete= 
block structure put up for much 
less money ~ only the town requires 
that all such jobs go out on bids. 
Thus, he explained, adequate plans 
are needed, with specifications for 
the bidders. The architect, he in- 
formed the Board, will supervise 
the construction throughout. 

He also noted that wooden con- 
struction would not be considered, 
although less expensive, he said, 
it would cost moreto maintain. Mr. 
Duff also spoke about the possi- 
bility of adding to the contemplated 
building when needed.

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Build It Properly Tos pe 


Under authority from town meeting, the town is about to 
undertake the construction of a water department building 
at the town yard on Lewis st. 

And we're disturbed that the structure may be of an in- 
adequate size, even before it reaches the drawing boards. 

It is contemplated to erect a 50 x 51 foot building, one 
story, no cellar. 

The building must house at least two of the department 
vehicles. The remainder can be utilized for storage and 
workshop. 

Last March, $20,000 was appropriated for this purpose 
~ and it appears to us that the building is being tailored 
to meet the money, not the actual needs of the depart- 


ment. 
In a presentation to the Selectmen Monday night, Town 


Manager Thomas E. Duff said the building could be ex- 
panded if needed; and he explained that additional storage 
can be handled in a separate structure — possibly a cor- 
rugated shed. He also said that only the bare shell of a 
building can probably be constructed for the money avail- 
able. 

It seems to us, as we put together the pieces, that the 
proposed building may all-too-soon be inadequate. 

It would make more sense to have preliminary plans 
drawn for an adequate building, then find out what this 
will cost. If it is more than the amount available, town 
meeting can be requested to appropriate additional funds. 
We believe the voters would rather spend a few extra 
dollars than to be called upon within a couple of years 
for an addition to the building. Constructing additions, we 
believe, is painfully expensive as compared to building 
the structure in its proper size. 


Death Knell For Rogers Brook? 


Rogers Brook is making headlines again — and possibly 
for the last time. 

The town fathers are making an effort to team up with 
the district’s representatives and senator, for the purpose 
of putting the pressure on the state Division of Waterways 
for release of the project. 

It has been held up, as can easily be imagined, because 
of the scandal attached to the Division in recent weeks 
and months, 

As we understand the situation, the acting-director is 
attempting now to find out how much the director promised 
various communities, in reference to the money available. 
It appears that there may have -been verbal promises that 
exceed the cash-in-hand. 

Andover unwittingly has become embroiled 
problems of that Division, and we may well suffer from it. 
Previously published statements of the director indicate 
that he pledged the state to not only match the $175,000 
appropriated by the town, but to also pay some extra ex- 
penses because the job can’t be done for the total of 
$350,000. In effect, we wonder whether the difference 
between this figure and the actual construction cost can 
be paid by the state, or whether this is a promise that 
will never be fulfilled. 

We hope, in any event, that the promises are valid, but 
we somehow doubt that they are. 

No Time For Politics

the lack of funds on the state level and an absence of 
direction from that agency "should be cleared up at

once, 

According to local officials, the state seems to be 
providing very little, or nothing at all, in the way of 
leadership during a period when most citizens are par- 
ticularly interested, even anxious, about their own protec- 
tion. 

It has been explained that federal funds are not avail- 
able to the state because the ‘Legislature in its ‘‘wisdom”’ 
did not provide civil service standing for the employees 
of the state agency. Those federal funds normally are 
shared, via the state, with local CD agencies on a match- 
ing basis. Thus equipment that is needed here can not 
be purchased, unless at full retail value. 

The poor morale in the state agency is evident in its 
unwillingness to offer leadership and advice to the local 
groups; local CD agencies do not wish to take the initia- 
tive in areas of responsibility that actually belong to the 
state. In fact, most local CD groups need to be instructed 
about shelters, for example, and can not go their own way
